STATEMENT OF PROBABLE CAUSE 


Comes now, Jon Maples, an Officer with the Chillicothe Police Department and upon their oath and under 
the penalty of perjury swears as follows: 

1. My name is Jon Maples, I am employed by the Ch illicothe Police Department and I have probable 
cause to believe that, John Thomas Dunn, D0B^B»951, SS#|^BMr, has committed one or 
more criminal offenses in Chillicothe, Livingston County, Missouri, based upon the following facts. 


A. On September 22,2017, at approximately 1530 ho urs, I, Detec tive Maples was contacted in 
reference to a sexual assault by an employee of the^^BPi^ Correctional Center to an 
offender at the Correctional Center 



B. Officer Bremer and I responded to theBflBM^ Correctional Center and made contact with 
Carry Pfeifer an investigator with the facility. Ms. Pfeifer advised me that Tyrone G. Midgyett, 
a Correctional Officer was conducting a walk through of the mental health waiting room of 
house 7, when he walked up and observed a possible sexual misconduct issue with the counselor 
and offender. 


C. Mr. Midgyett stated that he was conducti ng & walk through of t he mental health waiting room of 
house 7, when he could not see OffenderfHB^HPBHBii^®i^ or Counselor John Thomas 
Dunn in Mr. Dunn's office. Mr. Midgyett turned around to double check and Mr. Dunn was at 
the door looking out the window of the door. Mr. Midgyett stated that as Mr. Dunn approached 
the door, Mr. Dunn opened the door and was adjusting the front of his pants. He then observed 
Offender with^ back against the wall and^ whole body was shaking. Mr. 

Midgyett stated that Mr. Dunn said, were done here." Mr. Midgyett took the 

offender to the waiting room, ♦ was still shaki ng, an d asked what Mr. Midgyett was going to 
do. He notified his shift commander. While was setting in the waiting room, 

Mr. Dunn came up and attempted to talk with^B. Mr. Midgyett stated that he kept the two 
separate for the offender's safety. asked Mr. Midgyett how long he had been at 

the door and why did he not come in. 


then went to the Facility Nurse Megan Brown. CCC Nurse stated that Offender 
amved and stated that "he" started kissing^fc he hit^l in the head, came up from 
behindhand chockcd#>with^Blanyard. Nurse Brown stated that the IfeihW had 
scratches/marks to^j^Ieft side of^ Nurse Brown seized the lanyard. 

E. Officer Bremer and I, then went to the conference room to speak with Mr. Dunn in reference to 
this incident. At approximately 1622 hours, I, Detective Maples read Mr. Dunn his Miranda 
Rights from a department issue card. Mr. Dunn acknowledges his rights and agreed to speak 
with me. Mr. Dunn denied any sexual assault allegations. I asked him who he thought brought 
the allegations against him and he stated that it was possibly

contacts were on or between September 5,2017 and September 22,2017.

started earlier this month possibly around September 5'\ ®Pfelt that something was going to 
happen and asked for a refusal when4BI first saw the waiting room officer. 

I. stated tliat sexual contacts between Sept ember 5,2017 and September 22,2017 

were that Mr. Dunn penetrated^^4^||^andttliBVwith his fingers, pushed^^down to 
suck on his penis, and attempted to penetrateand penS, but he could not get an 
erection at the time. He would also suck on and 

J. On September 22,201 7,AHH^0I^ reported that Mr. Dunn m ade 4Psuck on his penis 

while in a counseling session, he felt breasts, sucked and reached around and 

inserted something in^^ buttocks, which was painful. ^Pheard the radio of the Corrections 
Officer and tried to move, but was hit on top of head. The Officer walked in and Mr, Dunn 
stated, “ That is all for today.”
